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TURKISH PIANIST FAZIL SAY CANCELS 
RECITAL AT THE CLEVELAND MUSEUM OF ART 
DUE TO I.N.S. DELAYS. ANDRIUS ZLABYS TO FILL IN AT THE 

LAST MINUTE 

(Cleveland, OH) — The Cleveland Museum of Arts’ Facets of the Piano series was to open with 
acclaimed Turkish pianist Fazil Say this Wednesday, but due to delays with the Immigration and 
Naturalization Service, he was unable to procure a visa in time for his flight to the US, forcing a last 
minute cancellation of his February 5*^ recital. 

Lithuanian pianist Andrius Zlabys (age 25) has agreed to step in with a recital of works by 
Beethoven, Franck, and Bach. Recommended by Sergei Babyan, Mr. Zlabys has already garnered an 
impressive dossier of concerts and reviews. The Philadelphia Inquirer moie of a performance of Bach’s 
Well-Tempered Clavier that “[the performance] rippled off of [his] hands with such open-hearted rightness 
that you couldn’t escape the notion that [he] was acting as Bach’s ventriloquist.” Mr. Zlabys has 
appeared throughout Europe and North America as a soloist, recitalist, and chamber musician with such 
artists as Gidon Kremer, Yuri Bashmet, and Hilary Hahn. A continuing collaborator with Mr. Kremer, he 
recorded the Enescu quintet with him for the Nonesuch label. He will also be featured in several 
concerts with both Mr. Kremer and his ensemble Kremerata Baltica. 

Mr. Zlabys began his piano studies at the age of six In his hometown of Vilnius, Lithuania, where 
Laimute Jakniuniene was his teacher at the Ciurlionis Art School for eleven years. After graduating from 
Ciurlionis, he spent a year at the Interlochen Arts Academy where he studied piano with Victoria 
Mushkatkol. He entered the Curtis Institute of Music in 1995 as a student of renowned American pianist 
Seymour Lipkin, and graduated in 2000. Again, the CMA is grateful to Sergei Babyan for recommending 
Mr. Zlabys at this late date. 

The Facets of the Piano Series continues with Leon Fleisher (Feb. 23); Paul Badura-Skoda 
(March 5); Andreas Haefliger (March 7); and Fred Hersch (May 7). No more immigration problems are 
expected!
